Meat, butler, eggs and bacon went up a bit—but there was more 
available. 


As to the supply—the picture 
was a bit out of focus. One store 
reported no appreciable increase, 
another said the situation was 
"a little better” and a third, 
’plentiful.” There are only four 
markets operating in the Village 
now. 


OPTIMISTIC REPORTS 


All of the proprietors were op­ 
timistic as to the outlook both 
as to price and volume of sup­ 
ply. Three of these store owners 
are unanimous in their belief 
that prices may go somewhat 
higher 
but 
would 
return 
to 
around the price levels as set 
by OPA during its existence. 
The undercurrent of opinion as 
to meat itself, was that it would 
go even lower than it was under 
price control. 
As yet, housewives here have 
not been forced to pay sky-rocket­ 
ing prices reported in metropol­ 
itan areas, like 70 cents for ham­ 
burger, and 80 cents to 90 cents 
a pound for butter. 


FAIR SUPPLY 


R. McClung, manager of the 
meat department at the Safe­ 
way Store, said that he has been 
enjoying a fair supply of meat 
but no appreciable increase in 
volume. 
He attributed this to 
the fact that that chain grocery 
establishment is refusing to pay 
the price now asked for beef 
on the hoof. His company oper­ 
ates its own packing plants. 
During the week they had a 
day’s supply of butter, which was 
sold out in a short period of 
time after arrival. The meat he 
is receiving only lasted for a 
little while as yet. McClung is 
of the opinion that a greater 
abundance of beef will be on 
hand soon. 


EGGS MOVE UP 


The grocery departm ent of that 
establishment announced an in­ 
crease of one cent in the prices 
of all sizes and grades of eggs 
from 55 to 56 cents. 
Leo Baker, of Sam's and Leo’s, 
El Paso Market, declared that his 
meat wholesaler has promised him 
a fair supply but not enough to 
take care of the demand. 
He 
feels that the picture will change 
drastically as soon as the beef 
now being rushed to slaughter 
houses by farmers, is processed 
and on the way to retail outlets. 
“The stock is ju st coming to 
market,” declared Sam Salitz of 
the firm, “and it takes a little 
time for the processing.” 
He added that in Los Angeles 
the meat is going into retail trade 
channels fast and that due to 
See MORE MEAT, Page 8.

Municipal 
Airport Plan 
Meets Favor 


Palm Springs will be operating 
the local army air field as a m un­ 
icipally owned airport in the 
near future. 
This became a definite prob­ 
ability following a meeting of 
a 
military 
disposition 
board 
which declared the m ilitary in­ 
stallation here surplus and direct­ 
ed that it be turned over to the 
U. S. District Engineers by Au­ 
gust 15. 
By August 15, Major Elgin B. 
Rittenberry, commanding officer, 
announced all air force personnel 
will have been transferred from 
the field. He also added that 76 
civilian employes now employed 
there will either have been dis­ 
charged or moved to other mili­ 
tary installations. He said that at 
present there are 17 officers and 
seven enlisted men stationed at 
the air base. 


COUNCIL NOTIFIED 


As a result of the disposition 
board’s action, Major Rittenberry 
declared that the Sixth Army 
will be given an opportunity to 
requisition any of the material 
not wanted by the Air Transport 
Cornand of the Army Air Forces. 
Ail or part of the equipment, after 
the Sixth Army acts, will be dis­ 
posed through other channels, 
probably by the War Assets Cor­ 
poration.

“A million lives will be lost 
within the next 10 years and 
ours a nation of cripples if our 
present accident rate continues," 
warned Miss Ingrid Carlson Mon­ 
day, speaking as Accident Pre­ 
vention 
chairman, 
Riverside 
county chapter, American Red 
Cross," according to local Red 
Cross branch officials. "By crip­ 
ples.* 
accident 
preventionists 
mean anyone with a permanent 
injury—from having a stiff fin­ 
ger as a result of carelessness with 
kitchen cutlery, to being hope- 
lesslv bedridden as the resdlt of 
a spinal injury. The prospect is 
far from pleasant” 
EDUCATION NEEDED 
That there is hope, however, 
was pointed out by the Accident 
Prevention chairman. Safety ed­ 
ucation is a •‘must” for every in­ 
dividual.'she added, and particu­ 
larly needed in that most danger­ 
ous of all places—the American 
home. 
Home accidents have kept pace 
with the increase in highway 
fatalities, she added, and unre­ 
ported home injuries have sky­ 


rocketed totals of persons injured 
in their own homes. Falls, burns 
and cuts have been the result of 
improper lighting, poor furniture 
arrangement and inattention, it 
was emphasized, and it was rec­ 
omended that these hazards be 
eliminated. 
OUTLINES PRECAUTIONS 
Combining accident - proofing 
time with a mid-summer clean­ 
ing was suggested. For greater 
safety: 
See that handrails and banis­ 
ters on stairways are secure. 
Paint the bottom step of base­ 
ment stairs white as a precaution 
against falls. 
Arrange furniture so that "traf­ 
fic lanes" are clear. Don't place 
chairs, footstools or tables in line 
with door entrances. 
Destroy rags and cotton waste 
used in applying wax. oil, or 
cleaning mixtures to avoid pos­ 
sible fire hazards. 
Clearly label poisonous cleaners 
and keep them out of reach of 
children.

I Rise to Remark

The writer of this column is as 
curious as any of its readers to 
| see what will happen between the 
¡time it is written, on July 2 
(the second day of the second 
freedom) and the day it appears 
in the papers. This would be a 
good time to have that crystal 
ball! Failing that, I turn to a 
book more comforting than any 
crvstal ball. The exortation of 
Samuel 
slightly 
abbreviated, 
seems to apply: 
"Be strong, and quit yourselves 
like men. and fight.” 
There never was a time when 
courage and leadership were 
more needed in the Congress. I 
was not here when WPA died, but 
those who were tell me of the 
similarity. The counterpart, at 
that time, of the hysterical and 
untruthful Mr. Bowles of today, 
supported by the left-wing organ­ 
izations, as now, screamed that 
starvation and chaos would re­ 
sult. WPA was ended, and there 
was no starvation and no chaos. 
I do remember eery well, when 
California ended the Stake Re­ 
lief Administration (SRA).

The Congress sent the Presi­ 
dent a bill to continue price con­ 
trols for one year. I didn't like 
it, because it still contained the 
consumer subsidy program which 
has destroyed nations and could 
destroy this nation. Mr. Bowles 
didn't "like it because it took food j 
control from him and gave it to i 
the Secretary of Agriculture. It 
also said any farmer or any man­ 
ufacturer was entitled to the costs 
of production, plus a reasonable 
profit, and I can’t think of any 
more basic American principle. 
The President vetoed the bill. 
The kindest thing to think, to 
quote Mr. Fulton Lewis’ broad­ 
cast of July 1, who in turn, quoted 
Senator Wherry, was that the 
President had swallowed the dose 
administered by the OPA, the 
PAC of the CIO, and the Com­ 
munist Party, and hadn't studied 
the matter. I myself called atten­ 
tion to the fact that the veto 
message was not the President s 
style, but was the style of the 
Bowles' broadcasts. It was as in­ 
accurate as any of the OPA re­ 
leases. 
Mr. Lewis checked the veto 
statements, like those about steel 
and automobiles. He found no 
thought on those commodities. 
The House did not pass the bill 
over the veto: a minority pre­ 
vented it. OPA died at midnight 
Sunday. 
Monday OPA spent its time re­ 
leasing warning statements about 
rising prices. Congress spent its 
time exposing their inaccuracies. 
Steers were reported selling on a 
wild market; instead, they sold 
for $22.50, only $4.50 over the 
OPA ceiling which has driven 
of our meat into unregulated 
slaughter. Hogs were up, but 
dropped $: on Tuesday. Meat is 
coming into the market and you'll 
have it again. Oranges were re­ 
ported zooming: instead they were 
a dollar under the ceiling on ten 
principal markets. 
There will be increaíes. When 
we’ve been trying to fool our­ 
selves for three years; there must 
come an eventual awakening. 
Just keep in mind that until you 
pay more than 57c for round 
steak; 47c or rib roast: 46c for 
pork chops: 71c for ham: 18c for 
milk, and I haven't space to give 
more, and remember that costs 
vary east and west, you aren't 
paying more than present costs, 
to you, through subsidies, except 
that before you also paid the sal­ 
aries of the thousands of bureau­ 
cratic parasites who administered 
them. 
Mr. Lewis investigated one of 
the OPA news releases, that said 
butter was selling in the District 
for high prices. He reports it as 
untrue. He checked all chains 
and many independents: all were 
selling at 67c. Of course, if you 
really want butter back on the 
market, the price will have to 
cover the cost of manufacture. 
Right now there is no price con­ 
trol law. The House passed a 
twenty day extension. I voted 
against it. A temporary measure 
was pointless, as you have since 
observed; the Senate isn't acting 
on it. We can just as easily dis­ 
cuss a substitute for the bill the 
President vetoed. A temporarv 
measure only confuses the people, 
who shouldn’t be confused any 
more than now. I voted for a 
temporary rent control, for that 
is what is causing the “scare” in 
the country. There are arguments 
on both sides, but it would save 
concern to come out of that grad­ 
ually. 
With OPA or without OPA. 
prices will rise. OPA has in­ 
creased the prices of 824 items 
in the last few months, some 
greatly. That's Something OPA 


doesn't like to publicize. Prices 
could go up less without OPA 
than with it. The fate of Price 
controls rests not with the Con­ 
gress, but with the manufactur­ 
ers, and the wholesalers, and the 
retailers, and with the people 
themselves, you and you and you, 
as they say over the radio. Re­ 
strain yourselves: be strong and 
quit yourselves like men. and 
fight, and OPA, like WPA and 
SRA. will soon be a memory. 
Let yourself go, and the coun­ 
try will have a price control im­ 
posed on it that can lead into na­ 
tional socialism, which is the 
earnest desire of the clamorous 
left-wing groups who now lead 
the cheering section for OPA re­ 
instatement.

Pattern for Peace 


In his recent speech to the House of Commons, Brit­ 
ain’s Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin put his finger on 
* 
the basic cause for the diplomatic impasse between Rus­ 
sia and the Western Nations when he declared, “Our 
Soviet friends have a theory that they alone represent 


m 
the workers, that they alone are democratic.” 
“This leads to the idea,” he continued, “That the se­ 
curity of Russia can only be maintained when every 
country in the world has adopted the Soviet system. 
This is . . . a great obstacle to peace.” 
Mr. Bevin’s speech was sincere in tone and states­ 
manlike in quality. In the face of a rising chorus of criti­ 
cism from Moscow against Britain and America he pre­ 
sented his Government’s position in a calm, clear and 
firm manner. He extended the hand of friendship to 
Russia but made it plain that Britain was unwilling to 
gain peace at any price. 
By endorsing the Byrnes Plan for a guaranteed 25-year 
disarmament of Germany he put the matter squarely up 
to the Kremlin. Since this plan aims to prevent the re­ 
birth of German militarism, and since Russia professes 
B ? to fear such a rebirth, the Soviets would do well to ac­ 
cept Bevin’s advice not to miss this “great opportunity” 
to preserve peace. 
If Russia continues to reject the Byrnes Plan the be­ 
lief w ill grow that what Moscow really hopes for is not 
that America will stay in Europe and fulfill her obliga­ 
tions but that she w ill get tired and pull out, and leave 
the Communists in a better position to extend their in­ 
fluence over the whole continent. 
These are the days in which the future form of the so- 
called “brave new world” is being molded. Now it can 
be shaped more easily for peace. If this is not done, it 
will be hard to remodel it later on. 
Mr. Bevin has carved out a good design for peace. Mr. 
Byrnes has contributed much to the pattern. The next 
4 
move would appear to be up to Mr. Molotov.

France's '4th of July" 
The storming of the Bastille by a Parisian mob on 
July 14, 1789 was but one of the many events that made 
up the French Revolution. But it became a symbol of 
resistance to oppression—a symbol which the French 
have had occasion to rally to more than once since that 
time. 
As France celebrates the 157th anniversary of Bastille 
Day she is recovering from the effects of another of the 
great upheavals through which she has passed on sev­ 
eral occasions since 1789. In spite of enormous economic 
difficulties and marked political unrest her present rate 
of progress is notable. Already France has regained her 
stature as a world power to a degree thought impossible 
not long ago. 
And in refusing to permit a communist-dominated gov­ 
ernment the French people have shown that in spite 
of the severity of their problems they are not looking 
for an “easy” way out. 
Today we Americans extend our best wishes to a 
brave people on the anniversary of the storming of the 
Bastille. At the same time we are offering them a help­ 
ing hand so that they may soon realize the happier and 
more prosperous days that must lie ahead. 


Free Press And A Free W orld 


Speaking at the recent convention of the National 
Editorial Association at Estes Park, Molorado, Palmer 
Hoyt, editor and publisher of The Denver Post, de­ 
clared his belief that world freedom of the news is 
essential to avert a catastrophe for civilization. 
What Mr. Hoyt and many others both in and out of 
the newspaper profession realize is that wars are largely 
built up on propaganda. Both the Nazis and the Japs 
demonstrated that. If the peoples of the world were per­ 
mitted to know the truth about one another and were 
given the straight facts concerning events of interna­ 
tional importance there would be much less danger of 
misunderstanding and friction. 
But as desirable as it would be to have an uncensored 
flow of information throughout the world, the outlook 
for it is not at all bright. Real press freedom has not 
been achieved as yet in fascist countries such as Ar­ 
gentina and Spain, and there is little likelihood that 
Russia will draw back the “iron curtain” surrounding 
her own borders and the other countries she dominates. 
The recent expulsion from the Balkans of an American 
newspaper correspondent who reported that Communists 
were using strong-arm methods to maintain political 
control, indicates that Russian censorship will continue. 
Dictatorships—fascist or communist—cannot tolerate a 
free press. 
• 
Despite this discouraging outlook, however, we Amer­ 
icans should continue our efforts toward the establish­ 
ment of a worldwide free press, not only for the sake 
y 
of other peoples but for our own good as well. 
As long as these efforts are handled with discretion 
w e have nothing to lose by them and it is possible that 
very much may be gained.

INTO THE TSA Y -BEG A Y — 
P art II 
Leaving the memorable toe­ 
holds, we continued on around 
that mesa and down an old wash. 
There were very faint cart-tracks 
ahead of us, but no automobile 
had traversed this route in years. 
Ahead of us loomed the famed 
Totem Pole, one of the better 
known formations of Monument 
Valley. This unique rock spire is 
higher than the Empire State 
Building and at its narrowest por­ 
tion is only some twenty feet 
thick! Its sides are not perfectly 
straight; rather it roughly appears 
like 
irregular 
squarish 
blocks 
stacked one upon the other, some 
thin, some fat, but all sealed to­ 
gether into one continuous col­ 
umn of red sandstone. Next to 
it, are several other isolated rock 
juttings, then a thin extension of 
rock from the nearby mesa. From 
the air all of those columns form 
a wide curve in ground-plan, as 
if parading out and around from 
the parent cliffs. 
From most 
vantage places, the Totem Pole 
is so far away it looks short, 
only a hundred feet or so in size. 
Even where we were, in the wash 
that courses just south of its 
base, 
it still 
looked 
dwarfed. 
Later we climbed to the top of 
the intervening ridge and saw 
that over a mile yet separated 
us from the Pole’s actual base. 
No wonder it seemed tall. 
On the opposite side of the 
wash, to our left, was the ter­ 
minating flank of a great area 
covered with sand-dunes. These 
dunes stretch over a mile in a 
north-south direction, and are a 
brilliant orange-red color. 
As 
soon as we had parked the sta­ 
tion wagon by two abandoned 
hogans, Chico and I took off our 
shoes and dashed up the nearest 
dune. As we had found the sand 
on our tour around Tsay-kizzy 
Mesa, so was this soft and sooth­ 
ing to our feet, more like flour 
or powder than the usual grainy 
sand 
particles. 
Jack 
followed 
suit, and the three of us were 
soon traipsing into the heart of 
the dunes barefooted. 


GO UP INTO AIR 


Some of these dunes on the 
far edge of the area are several 
hundred feet high, some of the 
largest to be found in the United 
States, and comparing favorably 
with the Great Sand Dunes of 
Colorado and with the White 
Sands of New Mexico. Climbing 
over them was very strenuous 
work, for our feet sank in up to 
the ankles with every step, and 
if the slope was steep, we slid 
back with each forward move­ 
ment. We surmounted the nearest 
rise and sat down on the warm- 
surfaced sand to get our breaths. 
The view was spectacular. 
Before us, spread over hun­ 
dreds of acres, was wave after 
wave of sand, far into the dis­ 
tance, a veritable sea of orange- 
red 
undulations. 
Beyond 
the 
dunes, to the west, there was a 
wide gap across Juniper Butte 
and an unnamed Mesa, through 
which we could look across Ju n ­ 
iper Valley and out through the 
magnificent East Gateway. There, 
dwarfed by the great interven­ 
ing distance, were the same fam­ 
iliar sequence of monuments of 
that portion of the valley: Castle 
Butte, 
Old Indian Butte, 
the 
Stagecoach, and all the rest, with 
Merrick Butte and one of the 
Mittens the nearest to us. 
As I sat there, musing, I re­ 
called what I read of those early 
prospectors Merrick and Mitchell, 
who had invaded Monument Val­ 
ley in search of the fabulously- 
rich gold mines thought to be 
operated by the Indians here. 
This was back in 1879, and at 
that time, besides the Na vahos, 
there were several bands of Piute 
Indians from the north living in 
the vicinity. It was these Piutes 
who disliked any White invaders, 
and especially those seeking to 
discover the source of their trea­ 
sures. While Merrick and M it­ 
chell were encamped just east 
of Goulding’s present-day trad- 
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ing post, the Piutes planned a 
surprise attack at dawn, hoping 
to massacre them while they 
slept. The day before the whites 
had stopped at the hogan of the 
Navaho chieftian Hoskinini, for 
mutton and directions to the near­ 
est watering place. Old Hoskin­ 
ini had told them to go to the 
base of the nearest big isolated 
butte, where they would find such 
a source of water. The two pros­ 
pectors had then journeyed on­ 
ward and made camp at this 
huge formation, where they found 
a small pool of rain water. They 
planned to continue on into the 
Valley very early the next morn­ 
ing; so dawn found them all sad­ 
dled and ready to depart, mount­ 
ed on their horses, when the an­ 
gry band of revenging Piutes 
rode up. Not finding their victims 
asleep enraged the Indians more. 
However, since the two men were 
awake and armed, caution must 
be used. 


KILLED BY IN DIA NS 


For several minutes the leader 
of the Piutes tried to provoke 
an argument, to force the Whites 
to lose their temper. He accused 
them 
of 
using 
Indian-owned 
water without their (Piute) per­ 
mission. But neither Merrick nor 
Mitchell were in a mood for 
quarrelling. 
Then 
the 
Piute 
leader asked Mitchell for a plug 
of tobacco, and as the prospector 
reached tor it, the Indian shot 
him dead in his tracks. The butte 
at the base of which this cow­ 
ardly murder was committed is 
now called Mitchell Butte in 
honor of this early miner, who 
was only 21 years old at the time 
of his death. 
When the shot was fired, Mer­ 
rick whirled his horse and dashed 
off. 
The 
Piutes 
gave 
chase, 
wounding 
him 
mortally 
even 
though he managed to give them 
the slip and seek refuge among 
the boulders at the base of a 
large butte just over the rim of 
the 
valley, near 
the Mittens. 
There he died, alone, among the 
rocks, and the butte above him 
received the name of Merrick 
Butte in commemoration. 
There are several accounts of 
this double murder by the Piutes, 
but the one described above is 
from the account given by the 
aged Chief Hoskinini (who just 
recently died), as told in the book 
“Traders to the Navahos” by 
Gillmor and Wetherill. 
What untold stories there must 
be about the other buttes and 
monuments in this region. And 
what unknown, unexplored places 
yet exist here, places never before 
seen by Whites. I found myself 
imagining all sorts of fantastic 
ruins and erosional features when 
Chico gave me a shove and I 
tumbled over into the sand. 
We wandered back into the 
very center of the dunes, and in 
many of the sand canyons every­ 
thing but the cloud-filled sky 
directly above was shut out of 
view, with nothing but gentling 


curving angles of sand on all 
sides. Oddly enough, this area 
was not absolutely devoid of 
vegetation, 
as 
I 
would 
have 
thought. On the very tops of the 
dunes were small, to be sure, but 
healthy clumps of a tough thick 
kind of grass. Investigating how 
they could get water there, I 
dug an experimental hole, and 
discovered that only a foot be­ 
neath the surface, the sand was 
very moist and damp. Evidently 
these rugged grasses can absorb 
moisture directly from the loose 
particles. 
A sudden neighing startled us 
as we trudged up a steep bank. 
On the other side were three 
typically skinny Navaho horses. 
They were watching us intently, 
curiously, with no evidence of 
alarm or 
fright. 
As we 
ap­ 
proached, they leisurely wander­ 
ed off and resumed their nibbling 
at the sparse plants. Where they 
got their w ater was a mystery. 
And we wondered if their owner 
knew where they were. 
They 
had been completely concealed 
from where we had begun our 
walk. 


LETS IT ALONE 


I overturned a small boulder 
on the edge of the dune area 
and was surprised to see a small 
scorpion underneath, the first I 
had found since I'd been in the 
Valley. It was not large and of 
a deep yellowish color, not un­ 
like those I had once seen in the 
Tonto Basin far to the south. 1 
took no chances with it. 
For 
that scorpion is deadly, its sting 
having caused many deaths among 
children 
and 
elderly 
people. 
Strangely enough, the best treat­ 
ment for its poisoning is an ice­ 
pack! Of course I could not be 
sure this was the same species, 
but it's best to take no chances. 
All scorpions are at least mildly 
poisonous to Man and so should 
be avoided. The deadly variety 
is supposed to be limited in dis­ 
tribution to southern Arizona and 
adjacent Mexico. 
The ripples on the dunes were 
beautiful to see, so delicately 
sculptured were they, trickling 
almost like water down the broad 
slopes. I hadn’t paid much at­ 
tention to sand ripples before, 
and if I had tried to draw them, 
I would have made them as con­ 
tinuous irregular lines across the 
dune. Actually they aren’t con­ 
tinuous at all, but consist of many 
short irregular lines, all more 
or less parallel to one another 
and about equidistant. 
The day was passing fast, and 
there were more pictures to take, 
so we scurried back to the car, 
took our last look at the Totem 
Pole and the dunes, and retraced 
our tracks up the wash to the 
Toe-hold Butte. Here we drove 
on east, past the natural arches 
at Leon’s, past a small upright 
formation which I termed The 
Wedge, (because it seems to be 
thrust up between Leon’s Butte 
and Echo Cave Butte), and on to

FOR ADVANCED PUPILS 


Only advanced pupils are en­ 
rolled in this course. It will be 
recalled that Mrs. Holderman act­ 
ed as a life guard when a stu­ 
dent at Palm Springs high school. 
She said that the course was 
strenuous from six-thirty in the 
morning until 
“lights out” at 
night almost every waking mo­ 
ment was spent under supervi­ 
sion of capable instructors. 
Emphasis was placed on safe 
use of boats and canoes for vaca­ 
tioners, in general “water-proof­ 
ing” of America, and the 1945 
changes in the Red Cross first 
aid text book. Every effort was 
^made to enlighten those attend­ 
ing as to some of the problems 
that might have to be met in 
the community. 


SEPARATE CLASSES 


It was a disappointment to Mrs. 
Holderman that Palm Springs 
was to have only a half day 
swimming program with no full 
time life guard employed. It was 
I brought out that the tots under 
1 six years should have classes in 
I the morning without older per- 
jsons in the pool, if they were to 
■ be taught to swim. 
The information obtained at 
the school may well be directed 
towards applying Red Cross safe­ 
ty instructions to the peace-time 
recreation of the community as 
well as to prevent accidents in 
the home and on the highways, 
it was pointed out by Red Cross 
leaders here.
